Excerpts From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill shall 
be received by the House after the first 10 
days of each Session, nor may any Private 
Bill be presented to the House after the first 
three weeks of each Session, nor may any 
report of any Standing or Select Committee 
upon a Private Bill be received after the first 
four weeks of each Session, and no motion 
for the suspension or modification of this 
Standing Order shall be entertained by the 
House until the same has been reported on 
by the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to the 
House. And if this rule shall be suspended 
or modified as aforesaid, the promoters of 
any Private Bill which is presented after the 
time hereinbefore limited, or for which the 
petition has been received after the time 
hereinbefore limited, shall in either case pay 
double the fees required in respect of such 
Bill by this rule, unless the House shall 
order to the contrary. 


98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the Clerk 
of the House, eight clear days before the 
opening of the Session. 

(a) a printed copy of such Bill; 

(b) a copy of the petition to be presented 

to the House;

Now know ye that by these presents We 
do order and proclaim that on, from and 
after the date hereof the following be added 
to the objects, powers, obligations, duties, 
limitations and conditions of the Capital 
Regional District: 5 
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Division XXI1—Septage Disposal 

Division XXI—Septage Disposal granted 
by Letters Patent dated June 1, 1978, as 
amended, be further amended by: 

1. Striking out paragraph numbered 3 in 
its entirety and substituting the following 
therefor: 

“3. All member municipalities, except 
Saltspring Island and the Outer Gulf Is- 
lands, shall participate in the function of the 
Capital Regional District provided by this 
Division.” 


2. Striking out paragraph numbered 4 in 
its entirety and substituting the following 
therefor: 

“4. (1) The Capital Regional District 
may make bylaws respecting the recovery of 
the annual operating and debt costs of 
providing septage disposal service and, 
without limiting the generality of the fore- 
going, may make bylaws 

(a) establishing charges for use of the 
septage disposal service and for the 
collection of those charges from the 
users of the service for depositing 
septage at a disposal site; 

(b) establishing an annual levy against 
all the member municipalities for any 
amount of the annual operating and 
debt costs of providing septage dis- 
posal service after deducting there- 
from the total collected pursuant to 
clause (a) of paragraph 4 hereof, with 
the proportion thereof levied against 
a member municipality in any year 
being that proportion of the said levy 
that the volume of septage generated 
from within that member munici- 
pality in the preceding year and de- 
posited at a disposal site bears to the 
total volume of septage generated 
from within all member munici- 
palities and deposited at a disposal 
site in the preceding year; and 

(c) exempting properties located within 
specified areas in electoral areas 
presently or hereafter established for 
the purpose of providing a sewage 
collection service from any levy 
made pursuant to clause (b) above.
